The (rrain Drying company subsequent- 
ly made an assignment. The chairman, 
Sumpf, was shortly afterwards arrested. 
The director-general, Schmidt, bus dis- 
appeared. 

Berlin. July 4.— The Treber-Trocknung 
(grain drying) company of Cassel, whose 
insolvency was announced to, lay, is one 
of the most prominent Herman indus- 
trial undertakings, but has for a long 
time been sharply attacked in the finan- 
cial press for its methods of doing busi- 
ness. It had declared for live years divi- 
dends ranging from U5 to 50 per cent., 
largely through the fancy prices of the 
machinery sold by its branches which 
were established in nearly all the con- 
tinental countries. The balance sheets 
were never understood, so it was im- 
possible to establish the accuracy of ac- 
tual conditions. It had recently been 
short of funds and succeeded in raising 
$80,000 in England. The company's 
shares have been much used in specula- 
tion, once reaching 845. They were 
quoted at 170 before the assignment of 
the Leipsiger bank, and then fell to 20. 
It was announced today that the prop- 
erty of the directors of the Leipsiger 
bank has been seized by the authorities.

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, July 4. — Governmeul La- 
bor Conunitssioner Breinner denies the 
report thai the executive committees of 
ihe Canners' Association and Fisher- 
men's Union met yesterday and favor- 
ably considered a suggestion that the 
price of salmon be on a sliding scale, ac- 
cording to the total pack put up for the 
season on the Praser. 

Mr. Brcmner states that no authorita- 
tive discussion has taken place between 
the canners nud fishermen since the 
strike. Botli fishermen and canners, 
however, are working hard looking to- 
wards a .settlement, and he hopes that 
by Saturday the strike will be declared 
oft. 

A member of the Canners' Association 
slated to the Colonist that any negotia- 
tions with the fishermen would be made 
through .Mr. Breiuner. He also stated, 
however, that the canners would con- 
sider an offer on the sliding scale princi- 
pal, according to tho pack put up. 

On,- thousand soekeyes were caught 
last night in the Point Roberts Cunning 
company trap. The run will be early, as 
the soekeyes are making for the Praser. 
The Japanese will go out in a body to 
fish on iMonday. This statement is made 
emphatically by several canners, who 
dony the statement that the Japs have 
joined the strike. One hundred non- 
union white men have also signed an 
agreement to fish, and will go out with 
the Japs. 

The following report of the salmon in- 
dustry has been sent to Washington by 
United States Consul Col. Edwin Hud- 
ley, in his official trade report. Although 
it is written bv Col. Pnlkt'. Warren, it is 
endorsed by the United States consul at 
Vancouver, who says: Col. Warren's 
statements may be relied upon fully. lie 
is not interested as a fisherman or a 
cniioeryinan. 

"The comparative -failure of the salmon 
fisheries of the Praser river by drift nets 
is likely to raise the question of altering 
the law, which prohibits tile use of traps 
for the taking of salmon within the limits 
of British Columbia waters. It is as- 
sented that there is much reason in the 
argument that s.duion bred in the Praser 
river are taken in the United States 
waters, to so great an extent as to ser- 
iously affect the industry on the other 
side of the line, ami it is further asserted 
that the use of traps is a better and 
less distruetivo mode of capturing the 
fish. Should this view of a large pro- 
portion of the British cannery men be 
accepted, we can expect to see the law 
altered, and it very large number of 
traps erected at the entrance of the Fucn 
Straits, and probably on the western 
side of Vancouver island, so as to catch 
the salmon before they enter the United 
Stales waters, where the salmon indus- 
try is now established. 

"It must be Ik. rue in mind that the 
drift nets cannot be used in tideways, 
where the sea runs swiftly, as tl does 
in the Sdr.-llts ,if Fllctl. It is held that 
there are many places oil the British... 
side where traps would be placed nlonc? 
ihe coasi of Vancouver Island and would 
gel the first haul of ;be great swarm of 
salmon before they entered United States 
waters, in the same wav that the traps 
now used south of the British boundary 
Hue now anticipate the catches made by 
the fishermen north of the line. 

"But there are other and very serious 
reasons why the whole () lies t ion of tho 
n resent lisbiiiL' laws of Canada, as af- 
fecting the salmon fi siting should be 
taken no bv the authorities with a view- 
er altering these laws. It is held that 
there is a useless dist rue! ion of salmon 
caused by the drift nets in the years 
when there is a large run. Thousands 
oi' fish are thrown away in conseqiK'nco 
of the canneries being nimble to handle 
the large number caught. If traps are 
used, the lisii when not required are re- 
leased, and proceed on their way to the 
spawning ground, -but the fish when 
taken by nets and refused by the cannery 
men are thrown dead into the sea ami 
rot. The cost of fish taken ill traps 

is less than th, si of tish taken in 

nets, and as the salmon can be kept 
alive in trips until wanted, the fislfaro 
put up in fresher, therefore i',i better 
condition, than can be the case when 
they are kept in scows or boats for an 
extended period subsequent to their be- 
ing taken out of the net." 

After referring to Ihe strike of last 
year, the writer says: "A large 'pro- 
portion of the, Jlisllerll'onl expect to 

make in two i itlts enought to keep 

them in comparative idleness for the rest 
..f Ihe year. 'file consequence of this 
gambling, for it is little less, is sure to 
be injurious to the industry and ,si the 
moral of the so-called fishermen engaged 
in it. who are fishermen for two months 
and carry on odd jobs for the other feu 
months. Last year t he v were present 
in such numbers that their nets extended 
across the estuary from side to side for 
miles. Thus all entrance to the river 
was barred. If trans were used, a free 
passage would always be left. In trap 
fishing the fishermen are employed for 
oLdif months in the year, and form a 
body of workers who can count on steady 
employment, and must consequently be- 
ef superior class as fishermen to those 
who co in for two months gamble and 
find themselves adrift for the remainder 
of the year. 

"It is so id that there are too many 
fishermen to meet the supply of salmon 
needed by the canneries. niifP"t*>c vast 
stretch of their nets renders it difficult 
if not impossible, for a snuV-iptit number 
of fish to get to the snnwninc beds." 

Col. Warren is president of the Forest 
and 'Stream club, and claims to have 
given Ihe srlmon earning question every 
consideration, going to pains to secure 
proper data.

Hut the superiority of .the French ur- 
itillery does not cxtiuid to. its [ktsoiiiioI. 
The tire discipline of the battery in ae-

a Itritish or Oerniany battery, and the 
neglected state of t.he gniis>anil harness, 
the poor condition ul' the horses ami 
mules, unil the slouching, slovenly ap- 
pearance of the men. are all .sure simis of 
duties perfunctorily performed by olU- 
cers and lioii-iiaiiiilissioucd officers. 

Keen the Krench ihemselvcs admit 
their discipline h-I.i a good d- al to lie de- 
sired, particularly J n the case of their 
colonial troops. The latter consisted 
entirely of iufan-ry and marine artillery, 
with a few AlinaillLte drivers attache, I to 
i he mountain batteries. The brigade 
sen; from Tonkin was conip .scd of tho»o 
troops, and they eireuteil a most unfavor- 
able iinpressioiL Their dress, a parti- 
colored helmet and coarse blue linen uni- 
form, coupled with their fever-stricken, 
hang-dog looks, gave itlicin the appear- 
iince of a band of convicts, an impres- 
sion which was continued by their ex- 
tremely lax discipline, both on the march 
ami in camp. 

Men constantly broke out nf the ranks 
to forage for t/.-'w:.s ninl vegetables, and 
it w as unite a common occurrence I" se, 
half a dozen French soldiers tiring it the 
village pie. an aiuilltll for Udiicli they had 
a great liking, in spite of its scavenging 
habits.

THE BOARD OF TRADE. 

Sufficient interest is not taken by the 
people or Victoria in the Board of 
Trade. Let us look jjt the matter fair- 
ly. Very many people say that the 
Board is of no real value to the city. 
Others say that it is only in evidence 
when some favored few have an axe to 
grind. Cllhors say that when it dues 
meet, it spends iis time in passing resolu- 
tions, and they remind you that the road 
to a certain place that is even hotter 
than the East, is paved with good reso- 
lutions. We believe that the Hoard is 
much misrepresented, that it is to -j large 
I'Xtenl a vi tun of the i heap cr;ti: sm so 
prevalent in Victoria about everything 
nf a public nature, yet as where there is 
much smoke there is usually some lire, 
it is possible that some reasons may ex- 
ist for the lirws si. freely expressed. 
The weakness nf the Board is not, how- 
ever, explainable by any of the reasons 
suggested above, ll is due to the fail- 
are of such a very largo majority of our 
business men to take any interest wli.it- 
I'Ver in iis proceedings. The consequence 
is that a few people have everything to 
i|o, ami as every one has his limitations, 
ihe work is under such circumstances 
pretty certain I" gel down into a rnr. 
Tim fact i.- that the few people who (jet 
together, win n the Board or the Council 
inert, got rather tired of always seeing 
em h other and no one else, and they na- 
turally drift into ;i perfunctory way of 
attending t" the matters which come be- 
fore them. It is to he hoped that in fu- 
ture the business men generally will 
tale a livelier interest in the proceedings 
of the Board, for then 1 arc very many 
things that such an organization can ac 
complish, if it ii- kept i horoiighly alive. 

In Mr. Klwortliy the Hoard has n high- 
ly competent secretary, and if it w ere 
not for him the i n - 1 itution would tan 1 li- 
nearly as ellleicnt as it is. But a secre- 
tary cannot do everything. There is 
one thing that he certainly ought not to 
do. When a meeting of the Council or a 
Committee is called, he ought not to 
have tn whip in the members, 'flic offi- 
cers of the Hoard oin^t to fed that 
some responsibility rests upon them; hut 
chielly ami especially the whole member- 
ship ought to feel that the duty of mak- 
ing the organization a success devolves 
upon one as much as upon the other. 
There are many things that the Hoard 
can do to advance the welfare of this 
city, but to accomplish them there must 
be unity of action among all the business 
men of the city. Is there any good rea- 
son why the Board should not outer dur- 
ing its next year upon a new and en- 
larged sphere of usefulness'.' SltppOSfi 
the effort is made. Suppose the hegin- 
. ping is made by illitttgluf the name of 
I the organization so its to make it dis- 
1 linctivcly Victorian in its title.

In every respect a specially strong con- 
struction had been figured upon. She is 
so designed that the ice will lift her up 
and not crush her. as was the case with 
the .Teumiette — which vessel, by the way. 
was nothing more than ordinary yacht 
re-inforced from within. The body or 
the vessel as designed is so rounded that 
the ice in crushing against her would 
not get a hold, but would instead push 
her out of the water. She Is to be fitted 
-with no less than a half-dozen tanks, 
specially designed to keen her afloat no 
matter what happens. These plans, by 
the way, have been shown to the Ot- 
tawa authorities, und meet with their 
approval.
